DETAILED ACTION 
Acknowledged Receipt 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of Amendment B to the claims and the remarks made in 
response to the previous office action, which were filed on July 13, 2003. The above have been 
considered and entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

4. The prior art of record discloses a plasma display panel similar to Applicant's. For 
example, previously cited U.S. Patent 6,03 1,329 to Nagano ("Nagano") discloses such a display 
panel. However, Applicant's arguments that (1) Nagano is silent to a first and second part of the 
auxiliary electrode are in contact with each other, and (2) Nagano's discharge gap is not the same 
as Applicant's discharge gap, are both persuasive. It is not clear if Nagano's auxiliary electrodes 
are electrically connected, and the discharge gaps are not the same as Applicant's. 

5. The prior art of record does not disclose an electrode structure of a plasma display panel 
comprising a first auxiliary electrode including a first part and a second part in contact with the 
first part, the first part formed in the first gap and the second part located above the first 
sustaining electrode; wherein a second gap existing between the first part of the first auxiliary 
electrode and the second sustaining electrode is used as a discharge gap of the electrode 
structure.
